5, 1 99,081 ), still anticipates the claimed invention. For instance, the applicant argues that the Saito et al. discloses image signal, which 
are image data but not identification signals as claimed in the present invention. The examiner respectfully disagrees and would like to 
point out that Saito et teaches a layout procssing signal 422 that generates an area identification signal for distinguishing between the 
photograph are 201 and the signature signal 202; as shown in fig.# 14 and col. 15, lines 35-67; col. 16, lines 28+. Furthermore, Saito et 
al. teaches a color judgement circuit comprising of color-difference arithmetic circuits 321, 332 to produce color-difference signals of R-G 
and G-b respectively. Therefore, the prior art art of record does anticipate the limitations of the claimed invention and the examiner 
retains the rejections as set forth in the final action (see paper no. 1142005).
